W reckage of Boats Lies All Along the

Chicago, Nov. 
12.— The 
shores of 
Lakes Superior, Huron and E rie are 
strewn with the wreckage of a three 
days’ gale and snow storm which cost 
the lives of probably three score Bail­ 
ors, turned bottom up in midlake a 
300-foot steel vessel 
with its crew; 
wrecked or grounded numerous other 
craft 
and 
caused 
a 
property 
loss 
which w ill run into the millions. 
The full details of the storm, which 
literally swept from the westernmost, 
end of Lake Superior to the eastern 
shore of Lake Erie, became known 
when 
survivors 
began 
arriving 
in 
ports with tales of hardship and heroic 
rescues seldom equaled on the lakes. 
The storm hit hardest at Cleveland, 
O., where twenty-four inches of snow 
fell and where five persons were k ill­ 
ed and ten others lost, and where 
$2.000,000 damage was caused to prop­ 
erty, chiefly telephone and telegraph 
systems, thus keeping that city out of 
direct communication for two days. 
The death toil with many ports un­ 
reported. is told thus: 
Twenty-five or forty men probably 
drowned 
in 
the 
overturning 
of 
a 
freighter found floating in l^ake Hu­ 
ron. 
Five bodies washed ashore at St. Jo ­ 
seph, on the Canadian side of Lake 
Huron (four had belts marked ‘‘W ex­ 
ford," and one wore a belt marked 
‘Tendon.” ) 
Three bodies washed ashore on the 
west shore of I^ake Huron. 
Two bodies washed ashore opposite 
the position of the overturned boat. 
Six 
members 
of 
the 
lightship 
drowned in Lake E rie near Buffalo, 
N. Y. 
It was impossible to estimate the 
loss to vessels wrecked or damaged 
by grounding. 
Shippers in Detroit estimated the 
loss in l^ake Huron and the Detroit 
and St. C lair rivers alone to be sev­ 
eral hundred thousand dollars. 
Three of the wrecked steamers in­ 
crease the loss by $500,000, while the 
scores of sm aller craft driven ashore 
In Lake Superior and I»ake Erie w ill 
send the total much higher.

Washington, Nov. 12.— Declining to 
meet with the senate banking and 
currency committee pending action on 
the currency 
bill 
by 
a 
Democratic 
conference the four “ adm inistration” 
jommittee members continued prepara­ 
tion of their report to the conference. 
The other committeemen agreed to 
adjourn until Thursday. 
The administration senators, Owen, 
Hollis, Pomerene and Shafroth, w ill 
present to the conference their ver­ 
sion of what the president w ill accept 
in the way of currency legislation. 
They w ill report the administration 
bill as it passed the house, it is ex­ 
pected, w’ith but a single important 
amendment. 
The other changes w ill be altera­ 
tions of phraseology calculated to cor­ 
rect errors and to make the meaning 
clear. 
It is understood that the president 
is 
willing 
to 
yield one 
important 
change, for which there has been wide­ 
spread demand, the elim ination of the 
phrase “or lawful money,” from the 
redemption section of the bill, makiug 
the proposed new currency redeem­ 
able only in gold. 
R epublican 
members of the com­ 
mittee decided to await action of the 
conference before taking any affirma­ 
tive steps, but they are planning a re­ 
port to the senate which will recom­ 
mend a measure based on the (ilass 
bill.

Include, however, 
the 
amendments which the senate com­ 
mittee adopted, providing for not more 
than four regional banks to be pub­ 
licly owned, but controlled by the gov­ 
ernment, as opposed to the adm inistra­ 
tion plan for hank owned and gov­ 
ernment controlled regional banks.

Snow Storm Causes Five Deaths 


and Much Suffering. 


Cleveland, 
Nov. 
12.-—W ith 
fair, 
warm er weather predicted Cleveland 
is hopeful of a speedy cessation of 
the difficulties that have beset it since 
the worst Bnow storm in its history 
descended Sunday nighL 
A resumption of the blizzard would 
he fatal, as it would cut off relief from 
the food scarcity which the city now 
faces.. 
R ain would seriously compli­ 
cate the situation, because flood con­ 
ditions probably would ensue. 
As a result of the disturbed condi­ 
tion of the lake a new menace de­ 
veloped. 
The drinking water has turned to 
brown and warnings were issued by 
the health department to obviate a 
typhoid epidemic by boiling water. 
The total number of dead was in­ 
creased to five when John R ichmond 
was crushed to death by the collapse 
of the roof of his house beneath the 
weight of snow and W illiam Gombert 
was frozen in a snow drift. 
The work of cleaning the city is 
progressing rapidly. 
Fifteen hundred 
men put fourteen city street car lines 
in order. 
Telegraph and telephone 
companies established a few connec­ 
tions with neighboring cities. 
An average of twenty-four inches of 
snow fell during the storm and snow­ 
drifts have piled as high as twenty 
feet.

by all kinds of feet, covered with all 
kinds of death producing germs; when 
ripped and worn they return to W ash­ 
ington for repair. 
There p o o r , half 
paid women labor over these hags, be­ 
cause they must earn a living for them­ 
selves and those dependent upon them. 
Mrs. Wilson, w ife of the president 
has been looking into this subject, and 
It Is to be hoped that she w ill be suc­ 
cessful In ridding the country of this 
I blot of many years.

The deadhead stock picked out of 
the Mississippi river between B rain­ 
erd and R abbit lake tw o y ears ago 
was sawed ujp. 
Early in the season 
it was first planned to send the logs 
to L ittle Falls and have them sawed 
•up there, but L. M. De*pu*e of the 
Brainerd State ban/ki and Mr. Adcock 
got busy and the cuttin g wras done in 
Brainerd and as a result $10,000 in 
wages stay ed in this town and Mr. 
Adcock is in position to continue his 
mill and become a perm anent indus­ 
try of “ The City of Mines.” 
The Adcock mill deals in logs, lath 
bolts and millwood. 
There is a great 
call for the millwood and its teams 
are kept -busy hauling it all over 
town. 
Next season lath will be made 
in large quantities. 
Under Mr, Ad­ 
cock’s m anagem ent the mill has had 
a successful run and the patronage 
he has received insures the mill be­ 
com ing a perm anent institution and 
as such contributing much to the 
welfare of Brainerd in general and 
Northeast Brainerd in particular.

are usually alway s a number from 
Pillager who would like to atten d . 
Brainerd is glau 
to have Pillager 
people come the re and buy , attend 
their shows, and their societies. 


“ We believe that these different 
parties should 
interest 
themselves, 
take the m atter before the Commer­ 
cial club, and they in turn put the 
proposition before the right officials 
to get the evening tra in to stop at 
Pillager, if only on signal. 
A large 
num ber of Pillager citizens have giv­ 
en this m atter their thought. 


“Stopping the train once in a while 
will not harm the schedule to any 
great extent, but will be a great ac­ 
comodation to Pillager people, as well 
as to the drummers. 


“ The Pillager Herald and citizens 
will gladly do their part, but believe 
more help will be given to the prop­ 
osition if the Commercial club and 
other organizations 
will take 
the 
m atter direct to the proper officials, 
which it is hoped they will do soon.” 


The Dispatch is glad to hear of the 
interest of Pillager people in 
the 
m atter and it is hoped the Commer­ 
cial club, the Boosters club, the C. (’. 
T. council, the Brainerd opera house 
and other organizations of this city 
will join the Pillager people in their 
request. 
Northern Pacific railway 
officials are alway s very courteous and 
obliging and if it can be shown tha t 
the business obtained will not exceed 
the cost of stoiping ou signal and that 
the schedule will not be materially 
disarranged, the company may ntuke 
the concession. 
Another plan m ight be* to wire 
Duluth, for Instance, that ten pass­ 
engers wished to attend the show at 
Brainerd ou a certain date and to 
have the train stop on signal. 
The 
company might then be induced to 
stop on such dates when a certain 
am ount oí business w arranted it.
